China Awakening, 
Speaker Declares 
at D.A.R. Meeting 


Members of the Covina chapter, 


Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, and their guests filled the din- 
ingroom at the hotel cafeteria Tues- 
day, following the-luncheon to hear 
Captain Roscoe Goodcell of 
the

na " Captain Goodcell spoke from

Captain Goodcell spoke of the rea- 


sons for tho dormant condition in 
China, its boundaries of wide rivers 
and high mountains, which made 
intercourse with other nations diffi- 
cult; also the introduction of Bud- 
dhism, which was opposed to pro- 
gress. In the awakening process, two 
factors were especially mentioned, 
the Christian religion and, altho dia- 
metrically opposed in principles, the 
inroads of other nations thru com- 
mercialism and despotism. In this 
connection, the speaker said that no 
flag of any great nation except the 
United States of America was free 
from land-grabbing in China. Also, 
that this natiop was the only one 
sitting at the reparations table fol- 
lowing the Boxer uprising that re- 
turned the unearned indemnity de- 
manded. Captain Good«ell mention- 
ed incidents showing the good will 
felt by Chinese merchants and labor: 
ers for an American.

TO GET 
REQTTEST 


FOR APPROPRIATION IN 


BUILDING FUND 


Introduction of a bill in. the 


United States congress,' calling for 
an appropriation 
of $50,000 with 


which to acquire land and erect a 
building for post office purposes, is 
to be made by Representative W. E. 
Evans of the ninth California con- 
gressional district, according to a 
communication to Postmaster W. P. 
Nye from the congressman this week. 


This communication was placed 


before tho Covina chamber of com- 
merce this week, and the chamber is 
contacting Congressman Evans by 
letter, urging him to follow this ap- 
propriation to a successful passage, 
and stating that the citizenry of the 
city and valley is one hundred per 
cent in accord. 


This move on the part of the con- 


gressman does not mean that Covina 
will get a now postoffice in the im- 
mediate future, even if the appro- 
priation is included in :the bill. It 
will probably be several years before 
such a building will be available, it 
is pointed out. The present congress 
is confronted with-the expenditure 
of a tota.l of $248,000,000 for public 
buildings in the country as a whole, 
originally allocated to 278 cities. 
Tho joint committee of the treasury 
and postoffice committees has sub- 
mitted this year a plan to include 
141 additional cities, among which 
is.Covina. It is now up to congress

FAVORABLE VOTE FOR 


NEW CITY BUILDING 


Modern Housing for Firemen and Apparatus 


Necessary for Safety and Economy, Says 


Statement—Election Next Tuesday

dation of the city planning commission that bonds in 'the sum of 
$35,000 be voted next Tuesday for the building of a city hall, and 
that tlie structure be erected on the property originally purchased 
for that purpose on College street, where the present fire station 
is located.

This information was released this 


week following the meeting of the 
council, and .while the members of 
the board are in favor of tho pro- 
ject, they are leaving the question 
of recommendation to the planning 
commission, they said. 


I. Worth Everett, president of the 


city planning commission, said yes- 
terday that a general canvass of the 
city led him to believe that there 
was no outstanding Objection to the 
passing of the bonds. 
With the 


$35,000 to be voted, the city will 
have an additional $5000 plus inter- 
est for several years, which has lain 
idle since it was given to the city 
by Mrs. S. P. Jennison, with the 
stipulation that it be used in con- 
nection with the building of a city 
hall. 


Three separate sets of plans have 


been submitted to the city, but no 
choice has been made or indicated, 
it was said yesterday. The accept- 
ance of plans and bids will follow 
the election, if the bonds are voted.

The city planning commission, con-

as volunteers to the fire department. 


The building is to be an adminis- 


tration building for the conducting 
of the city business and should be 
located as conveniently as our banks, 
stores, postomce and other public 
places.

Walnut Growers 


Discuss Heating 


to Save Bloom 


With orchard heater smoke still in 


the air that morning, a meeting of 
walnut growers was held at the 
Hurst Brothers' ranch, West Covina, 
Tuesday, March 26, to discuss the 
subject of prevention of frost in 
walnut orchards. Mr, Ki'mball, who 
had been in a number of orchards in 
the district, was able to present some 
fresh observations on the effect of 
the 
frost 
during the 
preceding 


nights. Ho found that the bloom 
did not suffer a great, loss, altho the 
temperatures reached as low as 28 
degrees in some locations. Where the 
walnut bloom was well out, it -was 
found that the temperatures should 
be maintained at 30 degrees. 


C. A. Cole, metorologist for the 


fruit frost service, who is forecast- 
ing minimum temperatures and wea- 
ther conditions in the walnut district 
this season, discussed plans for the 
year's work. Farm Advisor M. B. 
Bounds was in charge of the meet- 
ing and discussed general principles 
relating to orchard heating. Two 
orchard heater manufacturers dem- 
onstrated several different types of 
heaters.

the Coman family brot the news of 
the death of Katherine Lee Bates, 
for over thirty years head of the 
English 
department 
of 
Wellesley 


college, Massachusetts, but every 
where known as the author of the 
loved poem, '' America, the Beauti- 
ful. '' 


Miss Bates for twenty years was 


the inseparable friend and compan- 
ion of the late Katherine Coman (sis- 
ter of Charles W. Coman), who was 
head of the history and economics 
department of Wellesley. While best 
known by her remarkable patriotic 
poem, which has almost become our 
national hymn, Miss Bates was an 
Extensive and constant writer, some 
seventeen books having been pub- 
lished and numberless of poems of 
unusual beauty printed. 


The story of the writing of "Am- 


ei'ica the Beautiful" is interesting/ 
About twenty-five years ago, Miss 
Bates and Miss Coman were on the 
faculty 
of a 
summer 
school 
for 


teachers at Denver. One week-end 
was spent on Pike's peak, and it was 
while viewing the broad vista of 
grain fields and orchards in the val- 
leys, surrounded by the lofty moun- 
tains, that the lines of the poem be- 
gnn to form themselves and were jot- 
ted down on the back of an envelope. 
Nothing more was done with the 
verses until, after a year had gone 
by. the Congregationalist, a promi- 
nent eastern church weekly, asked 
her for an appropriate Thanksgiving 
poem. Then the envelope was hunted 
up, the lines retouched, and the now 
immortal hymn was printed as we 
know it, with but a few minor 
changes from that first draft. 


Since the death of Miss Coman, 


twelve years ago, Miss Bates has 
been an intimate and highly valued 
friend of the Coman family, to whom 
lier going means keen sorrow.

RAILROADS AID CITRUS 


GROWERS DURING COLD 


During the cold spell that threat- 


ened damag to citrus crops in. south- 
ern California, close cooperation was 
afforded the growers by the rail- 
roads in giving operating preference 
to shipments of smudge oil moving 
into the orchard districts. The 3,- 
000,000 heaters lighted in these 
groves require 18,000,000 gallons of 
crude oil for one filling. Assistance 
from the railroad and oil companies 
helped the growers in this emergen- 
cy.
